The amallneaj of the amount received 
for licenwi ia accounted for by the fact, 
that the license feet tre paid chiefly in 
the third quarter of the year; so that we 
presume thoae received in the second 
quarter are- for ihe moat part from new 
graxien, or for new stations. The dis- 
crepancies between the amounts of 1844 
and 1844, howrver, surprise o»; nor do 
we at present know to what cauaet they 
arc to be attributed. The aggregate of 
the feet waa leas in 1840 (haul in 1844 by 
jfc'i S, and of assessment by 42 1 4 ; being 
a total decrease of af 229. On the other 
hand, it is curious to Hud that whilst in 
amount of license Tee* Sydney had <f>- 
erfby stlOS, in amount of a^- 
ment it had imcrwrct by 4284 ; and that 
(tie* teres) whilst in fees Port Phillip 
had rauTrewteof by sfcTW. in assessment il 
had deerttued by 4t96. 

We ahall to-morrow look into tht 
items of the other branches of revenue. 

THE CONTINUATION OF THE 
DREAM. 

It appears to have been part of the all- 
wise, and inscrutable economy of nature, 
in both ancient and modern times, tha 1 
much of the mutt important business of 
lire should be directed by dreams. In 
" visions of the nighl," warrior* have seen 
before them fairly spread out the battle- 
h>ids which have changed the dynasties 
of nalkrua and the etupire of (he wurld . 
in visions tif dream, philosophers have 
made discoveries they were unequal to in 
I be it ordinary intellectual states In 
fact, anomalous a* it may sound, a man's 
intellect it oft-times nevtr so " wide 
awake." at when he it asleep. 

Whether our dream of the other day 
was one of these pare emtaationt of the 
inlellectaal part or us, tisse only can 
■huw. But if we were to leave matters as 
they stood, at (he time or that startling 
attempt, which awoke ui, the public wuuld 
be in poasest ion of only part or our dream, 
and our credit u correct dreamerj might 
be terribly damaged by the irsult $Vt 
therefore proceed at once lo stale, that 
although for some minutes after waking 
our nervous system continued in a some- 
what fluttered ttate, we became in a little 
time somewhat composed,— then gradu- 
ally drowsy,— and lioally settling oui- 
srlves fairly over upon the other thoulder. 
wtonce again surrendered oureelret (u 
(he arms ol Sumnus. 

The ship waa fairly under way, (nau- 
1 ticatly speaking) , ind tie boat's crew were 
alto in a very eicited way, (morally speak- 
ing. ) The Crown Solicitors, feeling ou 
aasnraace of safely , after the horrible per- 
tunal reference to themselves, looked as 
melancholy aa ei perl* need mutes. The 
Rtgittru waa still all re, but kept to only 
(in consequence or hit criet) by cantn- 
butury crumb*. Au indelibly taciturn 



Treasurer tit bolt upright in hit Hat, hun- 
gry, bu( gentlemanly to (be last, his hands 
thrust with tome force and ejtprettlun to 
the very Isuttoiu of hit breeches' pockets, 
aa if to indicate to the aevrre-faced man 
in the stern -thefts, by way of pantomime, 
that a " special clearance," bad been ef- 
fected for hit department. Aa he steadily 
stared into hit chief's eyes, hit counte- 
nance wore a wildly reproachful look, com- 
bined with as much pathos of expression aa 
could be contained in a race or such feed- 
ing. A good deal of ditruttian appeared 
to be going an, of which, however, we 
eould only eatct, detached passages. Th* 
Registrar was ever and anon diversifying 
his muntitouous moans at the buttotn of Ihe 
boat, hy partially raiting himteir to a 
anting position, and informing (he ml of 
Ih* crew (hat from morning lo night he 
had for months past been registering thou- 
sand! of uYeds, and liens on wool, and 
that registration of deedt wu thr vital 
principle of himself and the colony. He 
would then again throw himself in the 
bottom uf the boat, and nutter from time 
to time as if engaged in hit office, — " this 
is your handwriting, and you swear that 
(he contents of thin affidavit are true." 
Next to a preputseiaittg Colonial 
Secretary we taw a fully deve- 
loped Sheriff, who whenever be could 
catch his neighbour's ear, audibly grum- 
bled at their wretched state -. " What wu 
to become uf them ? Here wu night 
wrapping them in a mantle or darkness, 
the stars one by one peeping forth upon 
(heir forlorn condition, the ship gradually 
receding from sight." The Registrar 
grew louder and louder, u he grew hun- 
grier and hungrier. A Master in Rquity, 
cut up rough, sod vowed he would write 
hume to the Lord High Admiral ; but the 
Postmaster-General said he saw little 

^of hit salary, and would not, if 
Id, send home the letter. The 
SbrritTdeclarrd that when thingi had come 
tn such * pass aa this people were thrown 
back upon the original state of man ; tod 
although he wu aware he wu renewing 
an unpleasant subject,— yet il siuti be 
mentioned suunrr or later, vizi— that 
somebody must content to be cooked for 
their next day's dinner. This begat a 
second time a general consternation among 
the rounder sitters in the boat, end one 
blunt fellow said, for hia part, he could 
tee no one in the boat tiller fur the knife 
than the Sheriff himteir. The latter, how- 
ever, laid there WU a fatal preliminary 
objection lo this, for it wu appurtenant to 
his office, whenever there were no goodt, 
that he thonld make a return of *utln 
oonn accordingly, and then iaaue out hit 
Mpiat ad mtit/mtndvmt mgaiiui tome- 
Aodjt't prrmm tu satisfy the exigency uf 
the writ for next day's dinner. Many 
voicei poo-poo-ed this si a quibble, and 
persisted in the Sheriff u the man who, 
under all the clrcurnatances, could most 
conveniently be » pared, Beginning now 
to feel himself decidedly unsafe, he whii- 

Erred the Colonial Secretary, that they 
ad much better put about, and pull hard 
for the ship ; that society wu in a deci- 
dedly unwholesome and dangerous state 
where there were no means nf putting in 
an execution 1 it wu now dark, and the v 
had better do an whilst they could. Th't 
Colonial Secretary shrugged his shoulders, 
and referred him to the rum in the stern 
aheeu. The Sheriff, although generally a 
modest man, wu made bold by hit danger. 
He raited hit voice -, he addressed the man 
in the stern sheets 1 » He hoped he 
might not bt considered rude ; but," — 
(laying his hand, by a kind of anatomical 
mistake we suppose, upon hit stomach,) 
— " hit heart wu full, and he mart speak. 
He said it, nut on hit uwn account, he- 
cause it waa a matter of indifference to 
him every l«>dy knew he wu pretty 
well off — he said It only on account of 
Ihe man in the stern sheets :— (hat if 
any thing happened advert* to him, the 
Sheriff, (he thing would be no sooner 
known in England, than at teut (en 
Peers, and tix(y-four member) of Parlia- 
ment, would at once march down to 
Downing -street, and demand uf Lord 

S , (the Lord High Admiral), a 

satisfactory account or him, the Sheriff. 
The Master and PrxUhonolsry fell into 
chorus here, and said that some en- 
quiries would alto probably be made 
about (hem, in the tame quarter. The 
man in Ihe stern -sheets looked: leas 
stern ■ he wu a little bothered, at il ap- 
peared to ut. He asked what wu the use 
or returning toth* ship, thai the crew 
would not allow him lo tax them at h* 
pleased, u any reasonable crew uxatld do ; 
and therefore what seat to be done, if they 
did return t Haw could the thip be 
worked f The -Sheriff maid they might 
raiie a sum on bottomry. This appeared 
(o revive the Regittrar like a cordial, for 
ha instantly raited himself, and offered to 
register the dead ai one*,— or perhaps 
they might prefer a preferable lien on the 
Sheriff's dress waistcoats, Thr Sheriff 
went on— he expatiated upon the " sacred 
duly," tinder extreme circumstances, of 
getting into debt. Warmth and energy 
are contagious, and the Sheriff wu made 
warm by the pretting tpprehenaion that 
he might toon bt made eery e»W. The 
man in the stern sheets looked tea re- 
solved. You could easily tee in the ecut* 
lineamtnta of hit countenance that he 
wu not a man actually unimpresubte by 
reason. Hit mind wu.for certain, in that 
lone tea, and under that starry sky, in a 
gentler mood. He murmured to u to be 
overheard, " t feel there it wisdom in 
Yoi ho's night thoughts." The Colonial 
SecreUr y, a decidedly seiuibk man, now 
saw (bat it wu the time to strike j the 
stem man was under (he softer influences. 
Hetpokeofhow one great man, Kiuo- 
«kt, did not think it derogatory, in walk 
to the mountain, when the mountain 
would not walk to him, He said no man 
degraded himaelf by yielding hit own 
judgment to the convictions and withe t of 
the mm. He tmid a dead more of good 
aeniible things, which we have not room 
lo record. 

" Bui we want inuney," cried the man 
ia the stern sheetfcayith startling energy, 
" and the factious crew will not raise it 
among ihemKlvet." 

' Forgive me,"er ted the other," will fac- 
tion ever prevent a man from eating his 
dinner, when it stands befure him, and he 
is hungry ? Will faction prevent the crew 
from taxing themselves, lo keep tbeir thip 
adoal I" 

The man m the stern sheets struck bis 
cocked hat a violent blow with his Sat, u
